DANIELS DISCUSSES 
DIL LEASES HERE 


“The decision yesterday of Juige 
Hoehling to let in the light in the trial 
of Fall and Doheny, in which they 
are charged with conspiracy to exploit 
the naval petroleum reserves, will do 
more to restore waning faith in ju- 
diefal deliverances than anything that 
has happened in a decade,” declared 
Josephus Daniels, former secretary of 
the navy in the Wilson adminiftration. 
‘in an address Tuesday before the At- 
lanta Kiwanis club here. 

Mr. Daniels was summoned to 
Washington last week as a government 
witness and testified that though ap- 
plications had been made to him for 
leasing naval oil reserves no such 
leases had been made during the Wil- 
son administration. It was upon the 
suggestion and recommendation of Mr. 
Daniels that President Wilson set 
aside Teapot Dome oil reserves “for 
exclusive use of the navy.” 

“Greater progress has been made in 
everything else in recent years than 
in the matter of evidence in courts,” 
Mr. Daniels said, “It sometimes seems 
that technically dominated lawyers and 
judgés act as if courts. were created 
to make it easy for rich or: influen- 
tial criminals to escape convicticn. 
The exclusion of evidence that gives 
light to juries seeking to do their duty 
by straining at obsolete technicalities 
has permitted as many miscarriages of 
justice as sickly sentimental juries who 
are overborne by lacrimose lawyers, 
whose copious tears are measured 4) 
th® size of the fees they receive, 

“The decision of Judge Hvebhling 


to let the jury be guided by sweru 
testimony before the congressional 


committee is refreshing and hearten- | 


ing to all who feared that sticking in 
the dark by adherence to archaic »rac- 
tices might keep from the jury the 
most important evidence in the case.” 

In his address, Mr. Daniels also 
pointed out the necessity of people 
taking more interest in publie affairs 
and the growing lack of confidence 
in the decisions of courts and juries. 

Mr. Daniels came here from Macon 
where he delivered au address at Wes 
leyan college.’ While in Atlanta, he 
conferred with Edgar Watkins. chair- 
man of the Bryan Memorial commitive 
in Georgia. Although no quota has yet 
been set for this state, Mr. Daniels. 
who is national chairman of the me- 
morial committee, said he hoped Geor- 
gia would raise at least $25,000 for 
the memorial which is to be erected 
at Washington.

‘exhibition in a Broadway theater not 


licensed for the purpose, the commis- 
sion announced it could take no action 
to extricate Tunney from his diffi- 
culties. 

The heavyweight champion once 
more was accused of deliberately seek- 
ing publicity by laying himself open 
to arrest when he, or his advisors, 
must have known that the state law 
forbade his boxing under the circum- 
stances, 


Berlenbach Asks Release. 

J. Humbert Fugazy, who seeks to 
rival Tex Rickard as a boxing pro- 
moter, and who is out to promote the 
next fight in which Tunney engages, 
was present at the commission meet- 
ing. He was more interested, how- 
ever, in protecting. his contract with 
Paul Berlenbach than in the troubles 
of the heavyweight champion. 

Berlenbach asked the commission 
for release from a contract which 
binds him to fight for Fugazy and 
no one else. The boxer and his re- 
instated manager, Dan Hickey, as 
serted that the Italian promoter had 
no indoor fight club and therefore was 
unjustly interfering with Paul’s sole 
means of livelihood by depriving him 
of opportunities to fight in Madison 
Square Garden. 

Fugazy hinted that he would have 
an “important announcement” regard- 
ing an indoor arena to make short- 
ly, and the commission told all par- 
ties ¢oneerned to come back in a 
fortnight. ,

BY THOMAS CADETT. 
The arrival of Percy Straus, vice 
ent of Macy and company, in 
Atlanta last night provided an oppor- 
tunity of acquiring some knowledge of 
American department stores that was 
not to be missed. 

After some ‘conversation with Mr. 
Straus, it became apparent that some- 
thing new, at least to me, has arisen 
in this branch of enterprise. Chain 
stores are a peculiarly American insti- 
tution and easy enough to understand ; 
départmental stores pure and simple 
have no novelty, for England posseskes 
several such, at which anything from 
hairpins to mutton chops, with auto- 
mobiles in between may be procured. 

Stores Adapted To Locality. 

But here, it would seem, is some- 
thing entirely different; departmental 
stores, branches yet self-contained and 
adapted to the locality in which they 
are placed, with the idea of the per- 
sonal touch and the personal serv‘ce 
that results from it, have no counter- 
oy in my country. It was interest- 
ng to learn that the foundation upon 
which the concern has heen one of 
cash transactions alone, and that even 
in this age of credit systems, such 
business has steadily increased in New 
York. Yet there was in no sense the 
enunciation of any principle save 
one—that the system best suited to 
local conditions is the one to be 
adopted. 

In England, as I have said, the 
Jarge stores sell anything and every- 
thing: over here, if Mr. Straus’ ideas 
nre generally held, the function of the 
department store is well defined, and 
its limitations are therefore easy to 
perceive. In England the small re- 
tailer, whether he be grocer, druggist, 
or of any other calling. has to meet a 
considerable measure of severe compe- 
tition from the large London stores, 
which have-an efficient delivery serv- 
ice and all the advantages of organi- 
gation on a big scale. Here nothing

Consonant with the idea of personal 
direction and service, the tendency 
seems to be to leave in the hands of 
those better qualified to render it such 
widely diversified things as automo- 
bile sales or the making of suits or 
women’s clothes to measure.

Apart from the able worker 
Who eventually, by sheer ability, 
thrusts himself upon the notice of 
those above him, any sort of training 


is left to the individual to acquire. } 


It is a short-sighted policy. Depart- 
ment stores are no Sse anxious to 
make money than any other form of 
commercial entz-prise, and if it pays 
America to train young people, it is 
time that we learned to do the same 
thing.

Confirmation of earlier forecasts 
of increased production of corn, wheat, 
oats, potatoes and cotton iw the Sixth 
Federal Reserve district as compared 
with 1925 crops was noted in the 
monthly business review Tuesday of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, 
based on conditions prevailing at the 
beginning of November. , 

Retail and wholesale trade has 
shown a decrease. however, and de- 
mand bank deposits showed a heavy 
falling off, over a year ago, although 
time and savings deposits increased. 

States included in the sixth district 
are Alabama, Florida. Georgia and 
parts of Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Tennessee, 

Larger Cotton Crop. 

The estimated production of cot- 
ton in the district, based on Novem- 
ber 1 conditions, was given a: 9.7 
per cent greater than in 1925, while 
for the country as a whole the esti- 


mate is 11.3 per cent greater than 
the final ginnings from the 1925 crop. 


“Wor the firat time since September, |: 


1925."’ says the review, “sales by re- 
porting retail firms in the sixth dis- 
triet during October this year have 
shown a decrease in volume compared 
with the same month a year ago.

WALL STREET JOURNAL 
DISCUSSES COTTON ACT 


The following recent comment on 
the situation in Georgia as it pertains 
to the state's regnilation of eotton fnu- 
tures trading and to the. prosecution 
of a number of brokers in Atlanta 
appeared in a recent issue of The 
(New York) Wall Street Journal, one 
of the country’s leading financial 
journals, under the heading, “Indict- 
ing a Law.” 

“For a grand jury to return an 
indictment against a man _ charged 
with an infraction of the law relating 
to cotton futures, and then to make 
an indictment of the law seems 
strange. Yet this has heen done in 
a Georgia case. The man has been 
convicted under the law. ‘The crop 
situation makes reasonably sure that 
the indictment of the law will have to 
be tried in the court of public opinion. 

“B. L. Layton, a cotton broker of 
Atlanta, representing a New York 
stock exchange and New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange firm, was _ indicted, 
charged with violating the law of 1906 
against dealing in ecotten futures. 
There was no implication of any 
wrong done anybody. He had simply 
dealt in futures which, under the law. 
was forbidden. The grand jury could 
see nothing else to do but return 
an indictment. But it felt the injus- 
tice of this procedure and issued the 
following statement: 

We urge the Georgia lIegisiatnure at ite 
next session to make such ¢hanges in the 
lawa of the estate as will permit and make 
legai boha fide trading in future contracta 
for cotton and other commodities but which 
will at the same time mainsain the present 
stringent laws in regard to the so-called 
bucket shop. 

The buainesa interests of this country 
and of this state are anffering because of 
the fact that the law does not make clear 
distinction hetween legitimate business and 
gambling. These interests will continue to 
suffer until proper laws are passed protect- 
ing necessary and proper husinesa transac- 
tions and punishing those transactions which 
are carried on for gambling purposes. 

“It is evident that the framers of 
the law under which this indictment 
and conviction were obtained wished 
to drive bucket shop gambling out of 
the state. For this they were to be 
commended. But in framing a law 
good intentions alone will not suffice. 
A technical knowledge of the subject 
is essential. This they lacked: they 
seemed utterly ignorant of exchange 
transactions, and drew no distinctions 
between business in good faith and 
gambling. The result is that a busi- 
ness man, helping to make a market 


for cotton, has been sentenced to a 
fine of $1,000 and one year in prison | 


faith against him. 

“The statement of the grand jury 
indicting this law shows that they | 
sensed its injustice and the harm like- | 
ly to flow from its enforcement. In| 
the past three or four years cotton, 
has been scarce and high and buyers | 
have sought the sellers.

There have been few more enjoyable, 


concerts heard in Atlanta in several 
seasons than that given by Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugh Hodgson and Senorita Ro- 
site Renard at the Wesley Memorial 
Tuesday night. 

It is, of course, unnecessary to state 
to informed music loverg that this 
comparison includes all the famous 
artists who have been bronzht here 
hy one organization or another. For 

ugh Hodgson, Kate Hodgson ani 
Rosita Renard are three Atlantans 

who have carried their art to a point 
where their reputations are national 
in scope and where the fact that they 
are our own does not enhance their 
interest, because their performance is 
always of a quality to require no lo- 
cal pride to add to its interest. 

Of the two divisions of the pro- 
gram last night, it is impossible to 
clagsify one “ahead of the other in 
its contribution to the perfect enjoy- 
ment of the evening. Mr. Hodgson 
and Senorita Renard, in their two- 
piano recital, were magnificent. No 
other adjective fits the. perfection of 
their ensemble playing, the technique 
of their performance and the sympathy 
of their interpretations. Mrs. Hodz- 
son, in her soprano songs, displayed 
a voice of infinite charm and exquisite 
training. There are few concert sing- 
ers today who are able to handle their 
vocal giftg to such effect as Kate 
Hodgson. 

The ‘program opened with Mr. 
Hodgson and Miss Renard in Saint- 
Saens’ “Variations on a Theme by 
Beethoven.” The mounting cadence 
and contrasted movements were per- 
fectly displayed and, from the opening 
bars, it was evident that we were 
hearing a recital bya pair who can, 
if they wish, make recital history 
For, like Guy Maier and Lee Patti- 
son, this team provide that rarest of 
artistic gifts, two pianists, each su- 
preme artists alone, but with a sym 
pathy and coordinated understanding 
that multiplies their entertainment 
value by at least five when they play 
together.

MANCEY INDICTED 
ON NEW COUNTS 


W. ID. Manley. president of the de- 
funct Bankers’ Trust company, Paul 
J Baker and John D. Russell, officers 
of the institution, were named ‘T'ues- 
day in‘’seven indictments charging fel- 
onies returned hy the Fulton county 
grand jury. With Tuesday’s true bills 
Manley now faces 30) different charges 
as the result of the failure of the 
trust company and 83 smal! banks in 
the chain. 

Indictments returned Tuesday 
charge the three officials with alluw- 
ing the receipt of general deposits at 
the Farmers’ and ‘Traders’ bank at 
the time the bank’s insolvency was 
known to them. Manley was also pres- 
ident of this institution and Messrs. 
Baker and Russell were directors. 

Total amounts of deposits alleged in 
the indictments which were received in 
the bank were specified at $1,504. At- 
taches in the office of the solicitor 
said that the violation constitutes a

In each of the seven true bills, Man- 
ley and his assistants were named 
joint defendants. The total of Man- 
ley's bonds in the state courts amount 
to $125,000 under which he is at lb- 
erty ,and no additional bonds were 
sought following return of the addi- 
tional indictments. 

The bank executive was convicted 
in Fulton superior court two weeks 
ago on a felony indictment alleging 
that “while president of the Farmers’ 
and Traders’ bank, the bank became 
fraudulently insolvent.” He was sen- 
tenced to serve from 9 to 10 years in 
the penitentiary. Motion for new trial 
was immediately filed by defense at-

8. Supersedeas bond of $25,000 was 
posted pending hearing.

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FATE OF SHERIFF 


RESTS WITH JURY 


The fate of J. Clarke Middlebrooks, 
sheriff of Jones county, against whom 
impeachment charges were heard to- 
day, is in the hands of a jury of 11 
men, 

_ Judge J. B. Park instructed the 
jury to deliberate over the case at 
length and not to bring in a verdict 
before tomorrow morning. 


Three Jones county farmers went on 
the stand here today in superior court 
and testified that their principal busi- 
ness is the manufacture of whisky, 
and that for a per’od of more than 
a year they paid money and whisky 
t. Sheriff Middlebrooks for “freedom 
from molestation.” The-three were 
Tom A. Stubbs, Willard Avery and 
Mitchell Moore. 

These three, with others, testified 
in the trial of Middlebrooks in United 
States district court at Macon in Oc- 
tober, 1925, when the sheriff was con- 
victed of accepting bribes in  con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition law, 
and sentenced to 18 months in the 
penitentiary at Atlanta. Since that

time Midlebrooks has continued to 
serve as sheriff of Jones county, his 
case being under appeal to the circuit 
court and set for hearing in the fall 
of next year. 

The impeachment proceedings

Volume Control. 

No one wants a receiver ‘hat will 
be loud-mouthed when one desires it 
to speak or sing softly and sweetly. 
In other -words a receiver that in- 
cludes a voltff¥e control as one of its 


. features is something to consider, 


Does anyone want a receiver in 
whose natural prejudice is a predomi- 
nant characteristic? Isn’t it better to 
have one that will separate short wave 
stations as quickly and as easily as it 
will separate long wave stations. So 
many broadcast receivers seem to be 
prejudicial in favor of the long wave 
stations. 

Of course, in addition to all these 
virtues one wants some beauty of 
face, or figure, or dress, or all of 
these. Beauty may be paint deep, ven- 
eer deep, or solid. What one wants in 
beauty is a matter of taste. One can 
get a receiver in a small, simple dress 
or one can get a receiver in a most 
elaborate one.

Not an hysteri- 
cal receiver that may be quite bril- 
liant at times, but will take a no- 
tion to whine, or squeal, or play dead 
when one wants to show off that re- 
iceiver to visiting friends.

| wants to maintain a harem of receiv- 
‘ers to be sure to have one tnat will 
behave. A receiver that comes from 
‘an old established family of durable 
receivers should be durable by all the 
rules of inherited characteristics. 

Of course no one wants a dull re 
ceiver. The favorite receiver must be 
sensitive enough and cosmopolitan 
enough to pick up some ideas beyond 
those that are common to the partic- 
ular burgh in which Mr. or Mr. D. 
resides. On cold winter nights one may 
want that receiver to enable him to 
fly about in the ether and call on 
‘cities all over North America. 


Stick to One Subject. 


The companionable receiver must be 
discriminating in character and able 
to stick to one subject at at time. 
Who in the world wants a receiver 
that will try to talk @bout two or three 
subjects, or try to sing two or three 
songs, and imitate a band, all at the 
same time. Selectivity must be one 
of the imperative characteristics. 

Then one wants a receiver chat can 
be eontrolled.
